KILLED CHILDREN AND SELF.

A MOTHER'S CRIME CAUSED BY A
DRUNKEN HUSBAND.

TO CURE HIM OF HIS INTEMPERATE HADITS
SHE WENT TO HIS EMPLOYERS AND UN-
WITTINGLY SECURED HIS DIS.
CHARGE — REMORSE OF
THE FATHER

Dlsgusted with the eonduet of her husband, who
had lost his employment through excessive drinix-
Ing. Mrs Kate Mangan killed her two childrer,
Catherine, four years old, and James, elghteen
months, and herself, late on Monday night. at her
homa, No. 2062 Third-ave., by means of lluminat-
ing gns. The bodles were discoversd by the hus-
band and father earlv yvesterday morning

Sarzeant Wade wns on duty at the Morrisania
pollee station at 1 a. m., when a man rushed in, ex-
elaiming: “They're all dead! They're all dead!™

“Wha's dead ™ asked the sergeant

The man was 30 excited that for several minutes
he could anly repeat his exclamation. When he
had enlmed down sufficlently, he sald that his name
was James Mangan, dnd that hle wife had smoth-
ered her two childran apd herself with HHluminating
g%, The sergeant detalned the man, and at once
dispatehed a policeman to the scene of the tragedy
and orderod an ambulance ealled from the Fordham
Hosplital

Mangan lved In four rooms on the top floor of
the house.  In one of the bedrooms the pollcemAn
sent to Investignte found Mrs. Mangan lying on a
bed dead.  She was attired In her nlghtgown, and
across her breast Iny the and of a rubber tube, the
other and being attached to the gas fixture at the
head of the hed  The little girl, Catherine, lay be-
slds her, on her slde, dead, her back toward her
mother. The baby was Ilying on Its back, dead, oo,
at right angles ta Catherine’s feet. The room was
flled with the edor of {luminating gas, which stil
poured from the rubber tube. When the ambulance
arrived, the surgeon In charge sald that the woman
and her children had apparently been dead about

two hours

Mangan told Sergeant Wade this story: He had
been emnioved ns u eonddctor on the Unfon Ratl-
way, but had recently been drinking heavily, and
ns 4 result of his intemperance he and his wife
had many quarrels, though he hnd never abused
her. Hoping to make him reform, his wife vistted
the office of the raliway company on Monday, and
told the supertntendent about his habits, She wase
disappointed In the result Instead of rensoning
with him. as she hod hoped the superintendent
would, the officinl discharged him.

Thors was only W cents in the honse when this
happensd, nnd Mangan became Aespondent  He
drank heavily when the news of hig Alsminsal
renchad Him, and went home drunk early In the
evening. He did not remember clearly whether he
anw his witd and chiliren. He went to slesp, and
awnke about 1 o'clock. Going Into his wife's bed-
room he discoversd her dead body and thoss of
his children, and pan to the pollce station

Manigan was detniped hy the polles His nelgh-
hers and friends all sald that, except for his wenk-
nese for drink, his reputation Wwas good, H. J.
Hallls, his brother-in-law, sald that Manegan was
usimily an absteminug man and an exemplary hus-

band.
